In 
tho haiidi of n fairly good forgoi- it will pro- 
servo tho ctiurat termtics of tho original. The 
reason for this is that the point of tho pen 
has Iweii pi-omul down ina peculiar way from 
being used always by thn same hand aiid for 
tho same combination of letters. It would 
splutter if held at a wrong angle, or forced on 
lines against its will. It almost guides the 
sensitive hand of the forger when heattcmpts 
to write tho namo. "—Philadelphia Telegrafju.

Atlantic Coast Storms. 


I The storms that do such incalculable 
damage along our southern and eastern 
coofctu are generated in the boiling hot 
atmosphere of the Caribbean sea. They 
are usually known as West Indian hur 
ricanes. A peculiarity of them is that 
they follow the general course of the 
gulf stream northeastward. What is 
known of them definitely Is that immense 
volumes of heated air rise among the 
islands east of the Caribbean sea. They 
rise and whirl around and around in 
great eddies, sucking up in their course 
more and more hot air, circling eastward 
and northward aa they whirl. 
Why 


they move in these vast circles, and why 
they travel eastward and northward will 
be u problem for future scientists to 
solve. 
| If a cyclone like this touches the Gulf 
cooHt then there U a terrific storm along 
our southern shores. Destruction and 
terror are in the wake of such a hurri- 
cane. 


I Again tho cyclone stands off the Gulf 
coast, whirls eastwardly, then, suddenly 
drawn northward, follows the line of the 
Atlantic coast from Georgia to British 
America. In the southern Atlantic states 
the rice and cotton fields are wrecked; 
further north, watering place hotels and 
towns are damaged, houses are splintered 
In tho gale and ships are foundered and 
driven upon the coast. The hurricane 
seaHim is from Aug. 10 to Oct. 20. It ie 
then that the accumulated heat develops 
Its greatest energy. It is rare for a sea- 
son to pass without at least one of these 
mighty hurricanes. 


All the Americas. 


•The success of Mr. Elaine's device 


would be of great and disagreeable' sig- 
nificance to Europe, as is easily under- 
stood," remarks La Epoca, a paper pub- 
lished in Madrid. The Spanish journal 
refers to the congress of the three Amer- 
icas, which opens its sessions in Wash- 
ington this week. It does not appear, 
however, that the idea originated with 
Mr. Blaine. The scheme first began to 
take shape aa far back as Garfield's ad- 
ministration, but the late Congressman 
Townshend, of Illinois, first introduced 
it U is entirely commercial in its ob- 
ject. Mr. Townshend had a favorite 
plan, which was that all the countries of 
the American continent should be joined 
in one customs union, against the rest 
of the world. The German word Zoll- 
verein expresses the meaning of such a 
union aa Mr. Townshend wanted. 


I At this very important congress the 
great object in view with both North 
and South Americans will be to increase 
and facilitate trade. The annual com- 
merce of Central and South America 
amounts to 1700,000,000. The United 
States gets only a small fraction of the 
whole vast sum. This is not because the 
Spanish republics do not want our trade, 
for they do. It is a fact that many of 
our manufactured products are first sent 
to Europe, repacked and labeled, and 
then shipped anew to South America, 
where they are bought aa European 
goods. 
' The great difficulty in the way of di- 
rect trade with these countries is lack of 
facility of transportation. There are 
very few lines of steamers in the North 
and South American trade. Merchants 
and those interested say that steamers 
enough can be maintained regularly if 
the United States will pay increased 
sums for rapid mail transportation. 
But there ia in the United States a 
•trong feeling against subsidized steamer 
lines, so that the question will not be 
ensy to settle. 
| Other topics discussed at the congress 
will be arbitration of international dis- 
putes, the acceptance by each govern- 
ment of a common silver coin which 
•hall be legal tender in all the countries, 
and the adoption of uniform customs 
regulations and of uniform weights, and 
measures.

Bridges, to bo used across 
streams in Ohio, in Michigan and Itidi 
ana, and elsewhere, are built in Port- 
and, the parts numbered, packed and 
sent to their respective states, to be set 
up where they belong. Tho gigantic fir 
TCCS of Washington are often between 
300 and 409 feet high, a single one some- 
times furnishing 100,000 feet of lumber. 
I'o eastern eyes the stumps loft standing 
ook very strange. They are from five 
;o fifteen feet high. Why all this good 
imber is left in tho stump only a Wash- 
tigton wood chopper knows, 


A lumberman told a correspondent of 


Tlio St. Louis Globe-Democrat that in 
ho forust fires ia that region enough 
imber had been burned this season to 
pay half tho national debt, and yet its 
oss had ruado no apparent impression 
m tho stupendous fir woods of Puget 
ouud.

A Five Cent "Hello." 


In 1884 tho "Society General of Tele- 


phones," as the French call their tele- 
phone company, received a charter from 
the French government. One condition 
of tho charter was that if at any time 
tho government itself should decide to 
take possession of tho telephone system 
it could do so by paying the company a 
proper value. 


Now, 
though it is a republic, France is 


a paternal republic. This summer the 
government decided that the telephone 
business was too vast a monopoly to be 
in the hands of a private organization, 
and notified tho company that it must 
give up possession. 
Two million dollars 


were appropriated for the purchase. 
It 


was as if President Harrison and his 
minions should order the Western Union 
Telegraph company to vacate all its offi- 
ces and hand over all its wires to the 
United States. To say that the Society 
General of Telephones was displeased 
would be too mild. It was furious. It 
declined to give an inventory of the 
property and paid no attention to the 
summons. 


Then the government sent officials, ac- 


companied by police, on a given day, to 
all the telephone offices in the country, 
and quietly took possession of them. The 
tiling was done on a Sunday. A blood- 
less revolution was effected, and though 
there were loud French sputtering and 
wrath, only one arrest was made. That 
was the capture of a luckless artist who 
was caught caricaturing a fat policeman 
for a funny paper. 


The government immediately reduced 


the price of an annual telephone sub- 
scription from $125 to $75, and the price 
of a short conversation over the wires in 
Paris itself from 10 cents to B cents. 
And now the French hello girl must 
flirt under government surveillance. 
That is how they do things in Eurone. 


Country Heads. 


The first thing that strikes tiie Ameri- 


can traveling through tho country in 
Europe is tho excellent roads. The next 
feature th.it impresses him, if his jour- 
ney is in the summer, is the absence of 
weeds. You may travel from one end of 
Holland or Belgium, in particular, and 
scarcely see a weed. 


He is apt to conic back disgusted with 


his own country in this respect. Our 
highways certainly are a disgrace to a 
great and rich nation like ours. The 
ruts, the mud puddles, with a liuge stone 
at tho bottom that breaks the axle of the 
wagon that goes wallowing through the 
mire to market or to meeting—behold, 
these are tilings too familiar. 
And our 


ancestors—heaven save their souls—if 
they needed a hill road, laid itoutstraight 
up the backbone of the elevation, with- 
out a thought of winding gently around 
the side of it. Generally the road re- 
mains to this day just as thej; loft it. 


Our farmers are well to do and very 


intelligent. They ought now to take the 
improvement of American roads serious- 
ly in hand. There are books and road 
makers that will show them how to 
compass the improvement. In localities 
where there are stone and gravel, what 
so good as the turnpike, with its ditch 
each side, its grass bordering of living 
p-een, from which the thrifty farmer 
ieeps every weed cut? If he has an eye 
;o tho beautiful ho also plants trees along 
;ho way to gladden the traveler. So it is 
done in Europe. In regions where there 
s no stone there are other well known 
ways of making good roads. 


From Chicago to Tampa, Fla. 


A route of travel has been projected by 


a number of western business men which 
will connect Aspinwall directly with Chi- 
cago, by way of Tampa, Fla. If a line 
were to be drawn through Tampa from 
Wcago to Aspinwall, it would be almost 


straight, and its length would lie 2,300 
miles. At present goods from Cuba, the 
West Indies and Central America for 
Chicago are shipped by way of New 
York, sometimes going to Europe first, 
nd sometimes being shipped from As- 
pinwall to New York. The distance 
'rom Aspinwall to Chicago via New York 
s 3,300 miles. 


It is a thousand miles by direct rail 


route from Chicago to Tampa. When 
-lie railway is constructed, steamers 
'rom the West Indies, Cuba, etc., will 
>ring goods to Tampa, which can then 
>e shipped direct. Beyond doubt Tarn- 
>a has a fair future as a seaport.

In China, where of course the greater por- 


ion of all tho shoes worn by Celestials in 
bis country aro made, thero is an absence of 
well tanned leather, and It is for this all 
nportant reason that the leather soled 
hoos are made so thick. If a thin layer of 
hat poor leather were used tho shoes would 
ratr out in no time, and as they are rather 
xpeusivo from a Celestial point of view a 
wearer of thin soled shoes would have a 
eavy bill for foot wear to pay. It is for 
10 same reason that tho uppers of all the 
lues are made of cloth, for there is very lit- 
0 of the thin, ornamental leather in the 
ountry, and as the Chinese are not very 
rogrcssivo they would never think of im- 
irting that very useful article so as to make 
loir shoes moro durable. 
Of the cloth tops there aro many varieties, 
though by far the greater percentage of 
hinamen wear those of black silk or cotton, 
riiamented with embroideries of different 
rts. 
Tho designs upon them take many 


jrms, and some of the more elaborate of tho 
bots cost as high as $12 or $15 a pair, whilo 
oso worn by tho rich mandarins in China 
•e even more expensive than that. An or- 
iiary pair of shoes, however, can be pur- 
iaail for about $3, and it is only the well to 
1 merchants or laundry men or tho Celestial 


iluik's v;ho buy the more expensive sorts. 


Chinese dudes, by the way, often wear 


shoes the uppers of which are made of blue, 
purple or red satin or silk embroidered with 
romo other contrasting color, but these, as a 
rule, are sent to'them direct from China, 
where some sweetheart or living almond eyed 
H ifo 1ms worked mi them for many days, so 
that her absent lord may cut a dash among 
the MieUs of Chinatown. 


Tho shoos with felt soles aro much more 


popular than tho other, and it is thought by 
the wearers of them that they last longer and 
look U'tter than those mailo of le-ather. The 
soles are also easier to whiten, and this is a 
great point in their favor. 


The Tartar ladies, \\ ho do not follow tho 


custom of Chinese ladiusof rank in cramping 
their feet, wear tile samo sort of shoes as the 
men, but tiie soles aro made, thicker. 


The only reason Sing could give why tho 


soles of the shoes wero sewed all the way 
across was that if the felt or leather used 
was sewed only around tbe edge it would 
warp out of all reasonable shape on the first 
wotting. 


There are also Chinese slippers that are 


quite a novelty in their way and very cheap. 
They iiru matlo of either ivoven straw or 
bamboo, u ith flat soles, no heels or counters, 
and resemble what are known in New Eng- 
land as slipsliods. In the front, beneath the 
woven bamboo, are placed strips of different 
colored paper, which have quite a good effect 
—llobton Globe.

Chinese Floating Gardens. 


In tho month of April a bamboo raft, 10 to 


13 feet long and about half as broad, is pre- 
pared. The poles are lashed together with 
Interstices of an inch between each. Over 
this a layer ot straw an inch thick is spread, 
and then a coating two inches thick of adhe- 
sive mud, taken from tho bottom of a canal 
or pond, which receives tho seed. The raft 
is moored to tho bank in still water, and re- 
quires no further attention. 
The straw soon 


gives way and tho soil also, the roots draw- 
ing support from the water alone. In about 
twenty days tho raft becomes covered with 
tho creeper (ipomoea reptams), and its stems 
and roots are gathered for cooking. 
In 


autumn its small white petals and yellow 
stamens, nestling among the round leaves, 
present a very pretty appearance. In somo 
places marshy land is profitably cultivated 
in this manner. 


Besides these floating vegetable gardens 


there aro also floating rico fields. 
Dpou rafts 


constructed as above weeds and adherent 
mud were placed as a flooring, and when tho 
rico shoots were ready for transplanting they 
were placed in tho floating soil, which, being 
adhesive and held in place by weed roots, the 
plants woro maintained in position through- 
out the season. The rico thus planted ripened 
in from sixty to seventy in place of one hun- 
dred days. Tho rafts are cabled to the shore, 
floating on lakes, pools or sluggish streams. 
Those floating fluids served to avert famines, 
whether by drought or flood. When other 
fields were submerged and their crops sodden 
or rotten, tilt-so floated and flourished, and 
when a drought prevailed they subsided with 
tho falling water and while the soil around 
was arid advanced to maturity.
